IRIS TYPES BY HEIGHTS 


In Planning Your Garden Beds 


Note how very limited you are in available heights if you have only Tall Bearded varieties, 
as shown in BLUE. Rounding out your Iris plantings with other interesting types of Iris 
makes it much easier and more exciting to plan attractive, long-blooming garden beds. For 
while you are arranging by heights you are automatically getting various blooming times, 
as shown in chart on page 4. Arrange your Iris beds with the low Dwarfs, Stylosas and 
Lilliputs as edgings along paths or next to lawn. Farther back, use gradually taller and 
taller kinds for the most effective displays and full visibility. Different varieties of the 
same type vary greatly in height, especially in the twice-blooming Autumns and Winters. 
See first line of descriptions for heights of individual varieties. The Arils require special 
culture and are best in a bed by themselves.

CULTURE AND HARDINESS: All Bearded Iris are of the easiest culture and will thrive in almost any garden 
bed. Select a well-drained spot that is at least partially sunny, and preferably in full sun. Well in advance 
If soil is at all 
inclined to be soggy, plant on raised beds or ridges. Space the rhizomes 12” to 15” apart. Cover the 
rhizome (bulb-like portion) only about one-half inch, but set the slender roots deeply and well spread out. 
Water thoroughly. Keep moderately moist at least until new. growth starts. Best kept moderately moist all 
summer, but where summers are dry and water is scarce, all Bearded Iris may be left dry all summer. Most 
varieties are hardy to winter cold. But in cold climates it is advisable to mulch well with straw at least the 
first winter to prevent frost heaving. If you want the largest flowers, the tallest stalks and the most abundant 
bloom from well-established clumps be sure NOT to disturb your new plantings for at least three years. But 
when the clumps become overcrowded dig them up in the summer and break apart, saving the best of the young

However, don’t carry this too far and try to cross the Bearded Iris or Arils with the 
Beardless, such as the Stylosas. While such crosses cannot be considered impossible, they 
are so very unlikely to set seed that you will probably only waste your time in trying. 
But if you cross different kinds of Bearded Iris (see relationship grouping on page 3) with 
each other, your chances are good of getting viable seeds. Crosses either way of Arils and 
Bearded are more difficult, but not impossible, and highly rewarding when you succeed.

USES AND BLOOMING SEASON: All through the long fall visitors keep asking us what we do to make our IRIS 
bloom again in the fall. It is not so much what we do, as the particular varieties we grow that have this inherent 
tendency. This is a rapidly evolving new class of Iris that gives you bloom TWICE a year at no higher cost than 
the usual once-bloomers. These bloom in the spring, and then give a repeat performance in the fall, the dates 
varying greatly with different varieties. A few are very new FREQUENT BLOOMERS, or EVERBLOOMERS, giving 
a display three or more times a year. Below are 54 varieties from 25 hybridizers in 10 states, including 
Massachusetts, Illinois, Utah, Indiana, New York, lowa, Tennessee and California. Most varieties of Autumn 
Bloomers tend to start bloom in the spring one to three weeks before the Tall Bearded. Thus they serve to 
lengthen your spring season as well as to add fall bloom to your garden. 
HEIGHT AND SIZE OF FLOWER: Not many years ago all of the fall bloomers were low-growing plants with small 
flowers. Now tall varieties, with flowers as large as Tall Bearded Iris are becoming available in various colors. 

CULTURE and HOW TO ENCOURAGE AUTUMN BLOOM: General culture same as for Tall Bearded, page 7. Fall 
bloom is naturally more regular in warm Southern gardens than in the North, but much depends on the care you 
give them. Full details in my Manual, but briefly the following is the special care, particularly important in the 
North, that helps to bring on a second bloom. Plant in full sun, away from root competition. Use well prepared 
soil fertilized thoroughly and deeply. Keep plants adequately moist (but not too wet), and well weeded, all 
through late winter and spring. Try giving a short rest after spring flowering; then keep well watered to bring 
on the second bloom. Fertilize several times during the summer with liquid manure, or with complete chemical 
fertilizer dissolved in water. Transplant every year or two, as crowded plants seldom rebloom. In cold regions 
plant in a warm protected spol. perhaps close to the south side of a light colored building, where they will get 
as much warmth during cool fall days as your climate will provide. Probably surest way is to cut off flowering 
stalks in spring on part of plants as soon as stalks appear. That will stimulate growth of new rhizomes, which 
will often bloom that fall.

SUMMER BLOOMERS: Relatively few Bearded Iris bloom during the summer; so it is helpful in planning continuity 
of bloom to know which have the strongest inherent tendencies in this direction. These are those Autumn 
Bloomers that often start their second bloom early, in June, July or August. These varieties are also ideal for 
the hybridizer aiming at everblooming Iris. Summer bloom is seldom as complete or heavy as spring bloom, but 
varieties vary greatly. | give below a list of 14 Autumn Bloomers that often bloom in summer. | use bold type to 
indicate those that have given me the heaviest summer bloom. (For Winter Bloomers see page 35.)

CLASSES. You should have at feast one or two in each class to really understand what the new 
Oncobreds can do for your garden. 

EXPRESSION OF ONCO CHARACTERS: Oncobreds vary greatly in the degree to which they exhibit 
externally the Onco that is in their genetic makeup. Some resemble true Oncos fairly closely, 
while in others there is no visible evidence of Onco characteristics. Yet the presence of an Onco 
in the genealogy should make them easier to cross with Arils, and with Oncobreds. The newer 
and finer Oncobreds are getting closer and closer to the alluring fascination of true Oncos, and 
are easier than Oncos to grow. 

CULTURE and HARDINESS: The great majority of these have inherited the sturdiness of the Bearded 
Iris and can easily be grown as explained for Tall Bearded on page 6. A few are strongly Onco- 
like and are better handled a little more like Arils (page 26). Be extra careful to provide good drainage. 

SHIPPING and PLANTING TIMES: Summer and fall, like Bearded Iris.
